Last week at San Francisco o 
Picked team of graduate football 
players from western Uni{versitica 
and colleges defeated a similar 
team from the Eastern States.

In No Sense Competitive. 


Onc of the strong points of Toc 
H. is never to compete with exiat- 
ing organisations, but to help 
them. In India we have seamen’sa 
missions at work. We go there 
and tell them, we have no money 
with which to help them, but we 
have some “Man Power” and that 
if they wish to have any help in 
the running of the mission, Toc 
H. will be only too pleased to lend 
a hand. In this way jwe have 
been able to help very materially 
in the. organisation of - whist 
drives, socials and other activi- 
ties. Toc H. men get in touch 
with young apprentices and young 
officers from ships and take them 
to their homes, bungalows and 
chummeries and strive to. show 
that the'shore people are not for- 
getful of those who bring them 
things in their ships. 


Work Amongst Boys. 


There {s one very fine piece of 
work in connexion with children 
and that concerns a very intcrest- 
ing Boys’ Club.In which Toc H. 
has assisted In Bombay. One 
day, a very fine young Indinn ask- 
ed for financial assistance for a 
club ho was trying to get on to 
its fect for young Indian boya in 
the Bombay slums. He came 
across ao Toc H. man who said, 
“wa have’ no money but I can get 
fellowa who will give timo and 
help in running games, ote.” The 
Indian spoke to the Toc H. men 
about his work and they offered 
to assist. Two or three men go 
thero several ovenings a week and 
help in running the Club by or- 
xanising gumes, boxing, etc. Tho 
good work done by the Club is 
tremendous, and it has put into 
these boys the spirit which ia the 
first element of good citizenship, 
which they would not get clac- 
where, for many of them have re- 
ecived no education at all. : 

Tho Rev. Mr. Ford quoted an- 
other example in which two sai+ 
lors, members of Toc H., had been 
Invited to the Club and thero 
they, to the astonishment of 
crowds of onlookers, played the 
most absurd games with this rab- 
ble of Indian boys. The saltlors 
looked upon this as a great favour 
and returned the ¢ompliment by. 
getting permission for twenty of 
these poor Indian boys to be 
shown over the ship on which thoy 
wero serving. “That,” said Mr. 
Ford, “ia one of my most delight- 
ful experiences of Toe H. in In- 
dia.” 

Tho speaker concluded by say- 
ing—"Toe H. means o great deal 


everything to quite a few men, 
and I am quito convinced Toc H.

of people in Hongkong.”

IS CONCILIATION 
POSSIBLE ? 


Apparently shutting its eyes 
to the grim realities of the situa- 
tion, the League Committee of 
Nineteen persists in believing 
that the Sino-Japanese dis- 
pute can be settled by means 
of -conciliation. The © plain 
fact, of course, is that there 
ig little evidence of cither 
side being in the mood for‘any 
such solution of the crisis. China 
and Japan are so far apart in 
their views that conciliatory 
methods would appear to have 
small hope of success, China, 
indeed, has made up her 
mind that the League efforts in 
this direction have already fail- 
ed. The Committee of Nineteen, 
on the other hand, declines to 
admit failure at -this stage and 
accordingly proposes the crea- 
tion of a new Negotiating Com- 
mittee, to include representatives 
of the United States and Russia, 
this body to have power to con- 
sult experts and delegate some 
of its powers.to sub-committees 
or to persons of special qualifica- 
tions. Thus, if the Committee 
has its way, thero will be a 
further perpetuation of these 
seemingly endless discussions 
which lead ‘nowhere. It 
is to be noted, however, that 
the Committee of Nineteen is 
disposed. to take ‘the main 
features of the Lytton Report 
for a guide to future action. It 
specifically agrees with the Com- 
mission that a return . to the 
status quo offers no solution, 
and it is also definitely against 
recognition of Manchukuo. Nono 
the less, China is, quite 
naturally, impatient over the 
prolongation of. the League’s 
investigations, fecling that the 
time has come for the issung of 
a statement of the facts of the 
case, accompanicd by recom- 
mended solutions. In this at- 
titude, tha Chinese will find a 
considerable body of supporting 
opinion, since it is surcly high 
time. some definite finding 
emerged from the: discussions. 
The issues, boiled down to cs- 
sentlals, are perfectly plain. 
They ‘have been well put to the 
German Government by tho

Tho Amateur Athletic Union 
adopted the metric system of mea- 
surement for all track and field 
events, ruled out. all “spectal” 
bouts in amateur boxing tourna- 
menta and abandoned an attempt 
to ralse Olympic funds by an 
“Olympic Tax” on admissions, in 
the closing session of the 44th 
annual convention. 

The change to the metric sys- 
tem, the universal standard 
European competition, came as a 
distinct surprise for the question, 
a matter of argument for a num- 
ber of years, was not on the con- 
vention programme. 

But the motion to supersede 
yards and miles with metres and 
kilometres was passed by a three 
fourths vote of the delegates with- 
out a single dissenting voice. 

This move obviously was aimed 
to bringing about a universal sys- 
tem of measurement for track and 
field events and, as a direct result, 
universal recorda.
